Applicants in response to a 35 U.S.C. 102(f) rejection have amended the claims to recite 
only the method with the positive photoresist composition recited in the claims. The prior art 
reference to HOJO et al is overcome because the claims drawn to the method lack the electron 
beam exposure and now fails to anticipate the claimed invention over 35 U.S.C. 102(f).
